A man, in other words, who 
can maintain a careful on-the-fence position 
in regard to the vital issues and devote his 
thunder to any old argument that, they think, 
might bring in an independent vote or two. 

As far as the Democrats are concerned, the 
Republican nomination could have quite an 
influence on the convention choice of candi- 
dates. It is merely the same type of view, but 
in reverse, to that held by the G. O. P.

Relief in Toledo 


Toledo, like other cities all over the nation, 
is faced with the problem of relief. Much 
publicity has been given its particular pre- 
dicament, yet there is strong possibility that 
the Ohio city may be pioneering toward a so- 
lution that can be well copied by other com- 
munities in like situation. The basic problem 
there, as elsewhere, is to achieve a just balance 
between those needing public relief and the 
much-harassed taxpayers. 

Relief costs in Toledo have varied in recent 
years between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000 annually. 
As of December 1, the city had 1,731 direct re- 
lief cases averaging 3.4 persons to the case. On 
September 15, when stoppage of grocer-credit 
compelled the city to restrict its direct relief, 
the number of cases was 8,562, involving more 
than 16,000 individuals. ' 

The burden of relief has been partially fi- 
nanced by credit furnished by grocers, with 
later funding of floating debt by special act of 
the Ohio legislature. The city wrote grocery 
orders for relief clients. These were accepted 
for trade at any store, with wholesalers ulti- 
mately taking the relief orders, in payment of 
bills, from smaller retail merchants. 

The stoppage of this system is due to a 
friendly suit filed against the city by these 
crocer-creditors. This is merely following the 
formula previously used to fund floating debt. 
About 30 merchants are parties to the suit, some 
with claims as high as $140,000 and more. One 
interesting sidelight is the claim of a brewing 
company for $1,448. This, it is explained, does 
not mean relief clients were furnished beer, 
however. Merely that grocers who handle 
beer paid their brewery bills with relief orders 
against the city, accepted for other purchases. 

The burden of relief in Ohio has been placed 
entirely upon the cities. The Ohio legislature 
is controlled by the members from rural sec- 
tions and Governor Bricker has, therefore, hes- 
itated to call a special session on a subject 
peculiarly urban in nature. 

But Toledo, despite her present troubles, is 
attacking the problem in systematic, intelli- 
gent manner and the outcome may well be a 
new “Toledo plan,” which will point the way 
for solution of the same problem now facing 
other communities, not excepting Atlanta and 
Fulton county. 


The Graph Rises 


That business is definitely on the up-grade 
is seen in the Federal Reserve Board’s report 
that factory production during November 
reached the statistical equivalent of the best 
month of 1929. The board’s seasonally adjusted 
production rose last month to 125, which was 
also the best figure of 1929. In this connection, 
however, the statisticians point out this figure 
does not mean as much now as it did in 1929, 
because the index makes no allowance for in- 
creasing population and factory capacity. 

But there is much encouragement in the re- 
port. It means that certain key industries are 
now turning out the same amount of goods as 
they did in 1929. And the reason the country 
is not as prosperous now as then is that certain 
factors are not as favorable, such as consump- 
tion of goods, capital investments and other 
economic factors. The board commented that 
some branches of industry came close to Ca- 
pacity levels last month. 

There is food for thought in the history of

tory production which began with a May level 
of 92. The index advanced steadily to 98 in 
June, 101 in July, 103 in August, 111 in Septem- 
ber and 120 in October. In November, 1938, the 
rate was 103. 


Eating More Pork 


Further evidence that there is a big future 
in this state for raisers of hogs comes from 
Chicago in the report of Wesley Hardenbergh, 
president of the Institute of American Meat 
Packers. American consumers, says the report, 
are eating more pork now than at any time in 
six years. The consumption of pork has been 
stimulated by relatively low prices and unusual- 
ly fine quality. The increase was approximately 
80,000,000 pounds in November, or about 18 per 
cent above the figure for last year. 

The pork-eating habit, the report continues, 
reflects increased supplies of hogs. These, it is 
stated, are now running at the best levels since 
prior to the drouth of 1934, and the restoration 
of large hog marketings has practically elim- 
inated the sale of foreign pork products in the 
domestic markets. Hardenbergh further re- 
ported that prices at wholesale of virtually 
every kind of meat are now considerably below 
peak levels reached three months ago. 

It is additionally noted—and significantly— 
that with supplies of food being rationed in 
many European countries, the United States is 
fortunate in that supplies of meat are adequate, 
prices are reasonable and quality unusually 
good.

The capture of Nanning by the Japanese gives 
the invaders of China control of another provincial 
capital and an important railroad center. 

And yet, after nearly two and a half years of 
war, Japan dominates only a small fraction of 
China’s 3,000,000 square miles. 

The fact that the area over which Japan main- 
tains its precarious control includes most of the 
important ports and railways of China is not to be 
minimized. 

This is a great handicap to China in carrying 
on trade with the outer world in commodities of 
peace, as well as in contraband of war. 

At the same time, as long as the Chinese are 
free to rule the greater part of their territory, they 
are not licked. and Japan is still a lomg way from 
“conquering” China. 

A new China is being slowly and laboriously 
constructed in the interior provinces, where 
Japanese arms have not. penetrated. 

And it is this new China from which con- 
tinued resistance to Japanese encroachment is to 
be expected.

As the horror in Europe increases, and greater Nazi offenses © 
outrage the American sense of right and decency, there are certain | 
things we must realize and remember if we are to avoid the tragic | 
follies that shamed us during the other war. 

The one thing most necessary to remember is that no American 
is responsible for anything done in the land of his or his people’s | 
origin. Next in importance is the fact that all Americans are equally | 
American, regardless of their racial stock. 

Ours is an English-speaking land, and its literature, institutions 
and political background are English; but it was the mixture of | 
many breeds that made America what it is. The “pioneer blood” 
of which we boast was not English alone, but French and Dutch, | 
Spanish and Italian, Swede and Norwegian, Irish, Scotch, German, 
and almost any other you can name, 

The Germans, for the most part, were ideal material. If an all- 
wise colonizer had searched Europe and hand-picked the stock best | 
qualified to build a new nation, he could have done little better. 
For the Germans came over in waves@s new restraints and repres- 
sions made life in Germany unbearable, and thus they were the | 
strong and advenutrous souls who loved liberty more than home 
and valued their convictions and principles more than comfort or 
security. Such people from every land made America the home of » 
the free. 

There are more than 25,000,000 of German blood in America, and 
no other group has done more to make the nation great. With the 
exception of a few unassimilated groups and the few thousand who 
follow Hitler’s agents, they are not Germans—any more than people 
of English blood are Englishmen. They are Americans of German 
blood. : 
There are Germans of the Prussian drill-sergeant type who are, 
in plain slang, a pain in the neck. Their offensive aggressiveness 
and self-assertion; their hard-headed unreasonableness; their know- 
it-a}l conceit and childish delight in strutting; and, above all, their 
overbearing bossiness, grate on the nerves of free Americans. 

But these are a minority, no more typical than the worst type 
in other races. 

The typical American of German blood {s a jolly, kind-hearted 
person, dominated by sentiment, neat and orderly and efficient, 
conservative, religious and musical, dependable and intelligent. He 
has the head and heart that make him an ideal doctor—and there 
is no higher praise. 

One American in every five ts of German stock. The propor- 
tion-is lower in the south, higher in the north. They are typical 
Americans. To blame them for Hitlerism would be as silly as blam- 
ing English-stock Americans for the appeasement policies of Cham- 
berlain.

It was the purpose of the ex-| 
periments to show the advantage | 
of the optimum diet over one that |

The principals in these calcium 
experiments were little white 
rats, well adapted to the cause of 
nutrition. Their metabolic proc-

enriched in. protein, calcium, and | 


Vitamins A and G. 
that the adequate diet did not 
support quite so high a state of 
nutritional well being as the op- 
timum diet. The calcium content 
of the adequate diet was then in- 
creased until it equalled that of 
the optimum diet. 

Inasmuch as more than one-gen- 
eration may be required for the 
full effect of a difference of diet, 
this particular experiment was 
carried on through the = second, 
third, and fourth generations. Re- 
sults showed conclusively that the 
increase in. the calcium content 
of the already adequate diet im- 
proved its nutritive value as af- 
fecting. growth, adult vitality, low- 
ered death rate, and _ increased 
length of life. 

Dr. Sherman has concluded 
that the average American intake 
of calcium is adequate in the ac- 
cepted sense of the word but that 
it is below that which would re- 
sult in optimal well being. The 
chances are that your calcium in- 
take is only average ... but in 
the light of these experiments, 
vou will no doubt seek means of 
increasing it.

Five grains dissolved in a glass- 
ful of water is nearly tasteless. 
Ten grains in a glassful of water 
tastes salty.

Out of Savannah, Sherman be- 
gan his march northward, the 
route of which would take him 
through South Carolina. South 
Carolina was blamed by Sherman 
for the cause of the war, and it 
was in South Carolina that Sher- 
man really turned his “nice” boys 
loose—to pillage, rob, and burn, 
at will. Sherman called his march 
from Atlanta to Savannah “The 
March to the Sea.” His march 
from Savannah northward could 
well be called “The March of the 
Marauder.” Sherman’s army— 
February 1, 1864—consisted of two 
wings, made up of the 14th, 15th, 
17th, and 20th corps, and the cav- 
alry division under Kilpatrick. 
His own figures show he had 61,- 
000 men of all arms for duty on 
February 1, but later shows he 
had 89,000 men of all arms, for 
duty. Picture, if you can, these 
thousands of Yanks, marching to- 
ward a state accused of being THE 
state that started the war. 

The South Carolina Trail. 

At Orangeburg, S. C., old Sher- 
man admits destroying much cot- 
ton, and the burning of a “few 
buildings.” The pillage, robbery, 
and violence was starting against 
a defenseless state. Ahead lay 
poor Columbia—with only Wade 
Hampton and a detachment of 
cavalry to bar his way. Orders 
of Sherman on February 16, 1865, 
were in part, “that all public 
buildings, etc., etc., be destroyed— 
but to spare private dwellings, 
etc., etc.” Sherman admits that 
De Gres fired a few shots into 
defenseless Columbia, but denies 
the firing of the city. Sherman 
does admit of many of his men 
“being in whisky.” But, it is a 
peculiar fact that dozens of houses 
burned the night Sherman spent 
in Columbia. No Confederates 
were at hand to set those fires. 
Maybe the Daughters of the Union 
Veterans will say Sherman’s 
“nice” boys did not set that “nice” 
little fire. Maybe! Sherman does 
not admit destroying Columbia, 
but we find on page 288, para- 
graph 2, where Sherman says, 
“Having utterly ruined Colum- 
bia, the right wing began to march 
‘northward, etc.” Yes, he had ut- 
_terly ruined Columbia—and was 
‘soon on his way to ruin more of 
‘South Carolina. Northward, until 
‘he reached Bentonville, N. C., 
where he met his capable old foe, 
Joe Johnston. Here, on 19th 
through 21st March, 1865, Sher- 
man with his superior fighting 
force, battled with Johnston— 
Johnston finally being forced to 
withdraw. This was Sherman’s 
last major engagement and here 
ended most of his pillage, robbery, 
.and violence.

M‘ Julius Regenstein, founder of Regenstein’s, came to Atlanta from Montevallo, Alabama, in 1872, 
establishing himself in a two-story building at 70 Whitehall Street, which he named “The Surprise 
Store.” The first floor was devoted to ladies’ wear, millinery, crockery, glasswear and books. The second 
floor, reached by a wide stairway, was the men’s department, dealing in boots, shoes, clothing, shotguns, 
pistols, saddles, etc. 


Soon after the opening of.“The Surprise Store,’’:a middle-aged woman came to Mr. Regenstein seeking 
employment. She was the widow of a Union soldier who had fallen in battle and was in destitute circum-.- 
stances, she told him. Mr. Regenstein explained to her that white women in the South did not go out to 
work, but in her need, she brushed aside these explanations,.and out of the goodness of his heart, he 
placed her in the millinery department. Mrs. Martha Owens was her name, the first saleswoman in the 
South. She remained with Mr. Regenstein until her death some twenty years later. 


In 1883, in addition to the retail store, which had grown from Number 70 Whitehall to 72, 74, 76 and 
78, Mr. Regenstein formed a partnership with his brother-in-law, Mr. Max Kutz, in establishing a -whole- 
sale millinery house at 32 and 34 Wall Street, opposite the old Union Depot. With a force of nine sales- 
men, they covered the territory from North Carolina to Texas and due to the loyalty of Southern mer- 
chants to a Southern concern,.the venture was a great success. 


Reconstruction days saw Whitehall Street begin to pull itself out of the red mud, when Belgian blocks 
were laid south to Trinity Church. Saw the birth of city transportation when a muile- drawn, bob-tailed 
street car was routed from Whitehall out to West End. Saw-that part of Whitehall from the railroad. 
to Mitchell Street develop into Atlanta’s retail center, which. it remained until about fifteen years ago.

Recognizing the rapid strides business was making northward, Regenstein’s opened a branch store at-Peach- 
tree and Cain, February 24, 1930, the old site of the First Baptist Church on its third move north. 


Again, September, 1936, the Peachtree Store increased its space to its.present bounds which long since 
have become much too cramped. 


In turning back the pages of Regenstein’s “Family Album,” there is much to be told . . . much of hard- 
ship, pathos, joy and mirth-provoking incidents. Much of loyalty of salespeople and customers who 
helped make the growth of Regenstein’s possible. 


Atlanta’s story, so brilliantly chronicled in ‘“Gone With The Wind,” is Regenstein’s story also. Today, 
in paying homage to its great author, Margaret Mitchell, in celebrating the picture’ Ss premiere, Regenstein’s 
is very proud and very happy in the part it played in the history of Atlanta.

[* EVER a newspaper, a city, a state and a people had reason to 
# make holiday in celebration of good fortune, you all are justified 
in doing it now. “Gone With the Wind” is more than a great: his- 
torical novel. It is an embassy of good will, a healer of ancient 
wounds, and the best publicity any section has obtained since a 
Yankee poet gave Paul Revere immortality for another man’s ride. 

Other books about the south have praised it too much, thus 
pleasing the home folks but inviting the antagonism of others; or 
they have magnified its faults and thus won renown among the 
Philistines by shaming the folks at home. 

“Gone With the Wind,’’ by the simple expedient of telling the 
truth, has won the admiration and affection of all America, made a 
new generation feel its kinship with ancient heroes, and thus has 
done more than any other single influence in the last 75 years to 
erase sectional lines and make us one nation. That was no small 
achievement for a little lady previously unknown to fame. 

Yesterday I talked with a retired Georgia educator who con- 
fessed that he had read part of the book but never had finished it, 
whereat I rebuked him with proper scorn and sent him home to 
mingle duty and pleasure. He was perhaps the only literate native 
of Georgia who ever began the book without reading through to 
the end. In fact, F doubt that anything else ever made so many 
middle-aged Americans stay up four hours after bedtime without 
musical accompaniment. 

The lady who rules my humble home, being suspicious of my 
literary enthusiasms, was last in the family to read my copy of the 
book. But she was promptly converted, once she got at it, and she 
read till 2 a.m. Then reluctantly she turned out her light and fell 
asleep, leaving Atlanta at the mercy of invaders. But. at 4 o’clock 
she waked, turned on the light, and read through to the end -before 
breakfast. No other book ever did that—but she is an unre- 
constructed Rebel, anyway. 

I anticipate equal pleasure from the picture. What wouldn’t I 
give to be theré for the first showing—and the frolic you all are 
planning to go with it? 

I am not a movie fan. In fact, I walk out on them if they aren't 
tops and go home to.a book. But I have actually longed for this 
picture, and I intend to see it again and again when it comes my 
way. If it comes up to the book, it will make new friends of 
millions the book didn’t reach. : 

Nobody can guess what its influence will be. ‘Already the ladies 
are wearing “Gone-With-the-Wind” costumes and jewelry and buy- 
ing “Gone-With-the-Wind” drapes and furniture. And if there Is 
anybody in this Coca-Cola drinking land who isn’t Atlanta-con- 
scious now, he will be when this movie gets around.
